In Time to Take Part in the Battle, and

PEPPER FORCED TO THE WALL. 


MADRID, April J5.—The Havana cor- 


respondent of the Imparcial telegraphs 
that the advance guard of Maceo's 
forces have had an engagement near 
Lechnza with the Alfonso XIII. bat- 
talion. The Spaniards were compelled 
to fall back upon their innin body nuar 
San Clautlio. The troops lost four 
killed and 14 wounded. Further de- 
tails of the engagement tluit have been 
made public show that the Spanish 
column occupied two hours in advanc- 
ing from Mariel to the point where it 
met the main body of insurgents. The 
retreat to the Sari Claudio estate, 
winch is some distance west of Mariel, 
occupied several hours. 


On their retreat the troops were, ex- 


nosed to a constant fire from tho rebels 
in their rear, and were frequently com- 
pelled to form squares to resist the 
charges of the enemy. It was neces- 
sary to use cannon to open a way for

wounded Spaniards were embarked on 
a schooner under the fire of tbe Alerta.

THE PASTOR AND THE BOARD. 


Compromise Proponltlou Prcmntcd to T. 


A. Prftchett and Othen. 


The latest development in the Christian 


church affair, la the effort ot Pastor Hull 
and his friends in the official board and in 
the congregation to bring about a settle- 
ment of the differences which exist by 
means of a compromise. The proposi- 
tions was reduced to writing and present- 
ed Tuesday by P. W. Humphrey and W. 
W. Day to T. A. Prltehett. It is as fol- 
lows: 


Decatur, 111., April 14, 1896. 


For tho sake of peace, and in order to 


prevent brethren going to law with breth- 
ren, and that before the world, contrary 
to the doctrine of Christ, and with malice 
toward none, and charity for all, the fol- 
lowing propositions are made to T. A. 
Pritchett and others of the opposition: 


First Proposition—That the parties 


both agree to lay the whole matter before, 
the church at a meeting called for the 
purpose, and that each party select one 
person to make a statement of their case. 
After such statement let tho church de- 
cide by a vote what its desire is, and tho 
desire so expressed shall be final. 


Second Proposition—That each of the 


parties choose a disinterested person to 
represent them, and that they shall choose 
a third person, and that the persons 
so chosen or a majoirty of them, after a 
fair statement of the whole case be asked 
to decide what is best to be done under all 
the circumstances, and that wo all agree 
that their decision shall be final. 


Third Proposition—If the two first 


propositions are rejected, then let there be 
an equitable division of the property be- 
longing to the church. After property is 
so divided, if the parties cannot agree 
what part of said property so divided shall 
be taken by each party, then let them 
cast lots for the same, and let that be 
final, each party bidding the other God- 
speed, letting the members connect them- 
selves as they may deem beat for their 
good, and for the cause of Christ in Deca- 
tur.

MEMORIAL DAY.

a Bicycle Squirt thin Summer—Kealg-

Capt. Cassell, of Co. H, I. N. G., of this 


city, is making arrangement to introduce 
quite a novel feature in his company. He 
expects to have all the men mounted on 
bicycles and give the regular bicycle mili- 
tary training.

Mechanicsburg, fifteen or eighteen 


miles from Springfield, contains some 
twelve or sixteen families, twenty-five 
buildings, store, tavern and poscofficc. 
Lots are worth from ten to thirty dollars 
apiece. As tho country Is fine and well 
settled in the neighborhood, it seems to 
be reasonable to suppose that, with the 
start it has already attained, it will grow 
to some importance." 


The brother of the founder of the vil- 


lage, Jesse Pickrell, taught the drat school 
in the township in 1828, and seven years 
later he planted a cotton wood tree which 
is today grown to great size. Ho was 
also the first postmaster in tho township 
at what was then called Clear Lake Post- 
office. 
Tho office was subsequently re- 


moved to Mechunicsburg and then took 
the name which It still retaina 


In 1833 W. S. Pickrell owned a horse 


which was a hybrid between a Kentucky 
high-breed and a native horse. The ani- 
mal was possessed of wonderful endurance 
and speed and It was popularly said that 
he could run down a.wolf. 
When Mr. 


Plckroll was discharged from service lu 
the Black Hawk war, he was in Chicago 
with the] horse and while there he was 
offered forty acres of land, where the Chi- 
cago city hull now stands, for the animal. 
Tho tract In question was then a swamp 
waste and grown with grass as high as 
the horse, and Mr. Pickrell decided to 
keep his horse and ride him back to 
Springfield. The value of thut forty acres 
of land in Chicago is now iu the hundreds 
of millions.

especially rich iu names. It was platted 
and recorded In 1854 by Charles B. Wells 
under the name of Buffalo. 
The rntlruiid 


company disregarded this and called it 
Mechaniceburg station, and to to]» it all 
tho postofflco was called Watson. 
The 


triangular name caused much confusion 
and it was not until the perplexity occa- 
sioned became intolerable that the names 
of tho postofflcc and of tho station wore 
sacrificed for that of tho recorded luune of 
the village. Duwson was named in honor 
of Hon. John Dawson, one of the famous 
long nine who secured the state capital 
for Springfield and Snngunion county. 


A Quartet of Tltl«B. 


The village of Kiverton has also had a 


variety of names, each growing out of 
some condition or mark of progress in the 
community. It was first known as Ding- 
man's Ferry because James Dingman for- 
merly operated a ferry at that point across 
the river. That was in the days before 
bridges spanned tho stream-and when the 
hope still clung vaguely in the minds of 
peoplo that one day the Sangamon, by 
certain improvements, might be made 
navigable for respectable boats. Mr. 
Dingman is living and is now a resident 
of Niantic. Then; aro many who recall 
today their rides across the river on Ding- 
man's ferry. He had a rope stretched 
across the water and with horses and pul- 
leys pulled a fiat boat buck and forth by 
it. The boat was large enough to accom- 
modate a team and wagon. When tho 
Wabush railroad came through and estab- 
lished a station there the place was named 
Jamestown. This name was entirely too 
stiff for the people of that day, and the 
village was colloquially called "Jim- 
town." The next name was Howlett

after the man who sunk a coal shaft there 
and began tho mining operations which 
have sincejxicomc so extensive. Associ- 
ated with Mr. Howlett was Mr. Jacob 
Bunn of this city. On account of person- 
al differences Mr. Howlett and Mr. Bunn 
dissolved partnership, the former moved 
away and the village was henceforth 
known as Biverton, deriving its name 
from the river.

structed by relatives to prepare the; 
body for burinl. He first embalmed the 
body, then suspended it on a lattice 
work cot, which he hung- over a fur- 
nace. For six weeks, the remains have 
been subject to heat ranging1 from 70 
to 00 degrees, The body is now mummi- 
fied and yet retr.ins all its individuality. 
The skin is like leather and the flesh, 
muscles and internal organs have be- 
come like stone. Xotnn offensive odor 
liiis resulted from the experiment. The 
mummy will be shipped to ]Xe\v Hamp- 
shire iu a few days. Scientific men sny 
that the experiment has been a perfect 
success and that neither light nor air 
ivill affect the body.

The capital to be invested 
will be about $1,000,000, which is being 
furnished by the Union Gas company 
r.f Philadelphia. Forty acres of ground 
have been leased near the tube works, 
Involving the tearing down of more 
than 100 dwellings. It is intended tn 
erect 120 Otto-nofEman by-product cok i 
svens on this property. The advantage 
nf these ovens will be appreciated whfn 
it is stated that the coke costs prac- 
tically nothing, ns the money made in 
the saving of the by-products will pay 
for the burning of the coke. It is esti- 
mated that the waste of gas alone in 
the old bee-hjve ovens is 21 per cent. 
greater than the gas consumption of 
the whole United States.
